In response to the Examiner's election of species requirement of December 13, 2005, 
the time set for response being one (1) month from the mailing date from the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office, i.e., January 13, 2005, Applicant hereby elects the species of Group I, i.e., 
fig. 1 A-1F, 2A-2C, 3A, 3B, 7A, 7B, 10B and 12.
